Moving thera to confider, how im the beft 
Manner poffible to prevent the Inconveniences 
arifing to tke Trade of England by she Interval 
between that Time and the 1{t of May 3 andof 
all the H. of Commons did afterward, that 
I think, I need fay no more at all to it.
